INTRODUCTION 

"A Bnsic Ceo>'rnphica\ Librnry" .ittempts to provide a standard list of moderate 
letMth of the literature on all aspects of a highly diverse subject These are the books 
that, accordinn to the best available opinion, ire of special excellence or of particular 
value to the student of geOi-raphy. As the subtitle indicates, the priniary purpose of this 
endeavor is to offer guidance to librarians in achieving reasonably adequate coverage 
of the geographic literature in ur.dergradu.ite colleges in the I'nited States-anc in public 
and special libraries as well. We havetried to offer a selection of works that will reveal 
to the- American college student as effectively as possible the variety, range, richness, 
and deep fascination of what is both the oldest and youngest of stiences It is also hoped 
that this volume-the first such collection of geographic titles-will prove useful to 
scholars at all levels of attainment, outside as well as within the field of geography, for 
both instructional and research purposes. 

Ihis work was first suggested by the editors at the l)ecember, 1963 meeting of the 
\ssociat.on of American Geographers" Commission on College Geography (then called the 
tomimttee on Geography in Liberal education), and the iJea was accepted by the group 
as o"e of the wavs in which the geographic profession might contribute significantly to 
the clbe o American lilx:ral educaTion. Subsequently, the editors coUeaed the names 
of vanou.s colle.igues generally recognized as having special competence in one or more 
branches of the field, and these persons were then T'^'^'^^'X^ Xe^ 

should bo hsted-and excluded-in their specified areas All told, more than 400 geog- 
raphers induding an important minority outside North America, were approached T heir 
goSrrou; c™at.on h^ made this publication possible. The editors regret that our 
pledg.- of anonymity, without which a full, frank evaluation of the '"'f """-^f """'^^^^^^^^ 
been awkward makes it iinposs-ble to acknowledge each of our collaborators. As the 
editina of the 'volume proceeded, preliminary sections were circulated among a imited 
nu X^r of craics for further evaluation and refinement During the final stages of work, 
"he^tire manuscript was examined critically by John K. Wright and Chauncy D. Hams, 
vcr«rirthe two dea'ns of American geographic bibliography. The eduors h.^sten to note, 
however that the final res,>ons.bil.ty for the format of this work and for its contents- 
an^the bian e for defects that come to light after publication-is theirs "ther than hat 
of any of their collaborators, named or unnamed It is a pleasant duty to repor^ that thib 
has teen a truly cooperative venture for all three editors, with the fullest possible sharing 
of duties and responsibilities. 

It 18 important for the user of this volume to understand precisely what sorts of ma- 
terials are included or excluded, and also how they have b-en arranged and cited. We 
have hmi ed ourThoices to b<»k_8 and senaM. .-e. discrete, bound publ cations issued in 
more or less normal fashiBT^^Fher. by excluded are all articles, individual chapters 
^nrmts fugu.ve materials, and the lik: no matter ho* meritorious Similarly, although 
Xes are consiSlred to b-. books an. are listed here.n. individual wallmaps and sheet 
ni PS are onimed Only those items that had been pjblished-at least in part-and were 
3able for inspection by July, 1%5 were considered. No 'forthconung' volume, how- 
ever tantalizing, has been included. 

Since the primary audience for this list is the undergraduate student population 
n-irrollv spL-call/ed and highly advanced works have been excluded. And since this 
aud^rce isTn American one, preference has been given to English-language publications 
and o U gl tTansL.ons of foreign-language works. However, it was "eemod proper 
to include important books in other standard scientific languages-I-rench, German, Rufl- 
snn Span sh and Itahan-where equivalent works in linglish are not available. A num- 
ter of tosic a^^ilspensable references likely to appear in almost all libraries have 
n„^,,P,i Snecif^allv this category includes such items as encyclopedias, dic- 
been /eTvariery of governmental publications.

proach a quantititive balance among various subjec. areas. Where the geographical 
literature is srrongH' developed, as, for example, in works on the huropean and Anglo- 
\mencjr are is, we have been com{>olled to eliminate some titles of considerable merit 
to avoid overcrowding, by contrast, in the extreme case of Central Africa not a sinele 
acceptable work wi^ discovered. 

It IS hoped that the reader whoisdismayed by the relative poverty of certain sections 
of this hsi will reah/e that it is more the fault of the literature than that of the editors 
II this volmne can ultimitely contribute, however indirectly, toward elinunatinc theoe 
weak spots in the literature, the labor that went nito its compilation will have been 
well spenr In closing this discussion of ebgibility of publications, it might be well to re- 
ernphisi/e the f ict that these are suggestions for a library reference collection and that 
this vo ume is not mteiKled as a survey of suitable texts or other materials for classroom 
use Ihose texts that are included arc considered to hjve significant reference value- 
no judgment is intended concerning the pedagogical value of textbooks that are not cited 
herein.
